Republican Senators Caucus Again 
on the White Metal 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.]

any condition to pay out bullion after 
it bas once been deposited in the 
treasury. This view is supported by 
Mr. Evarts. The silver men also de- 
sire to have the notes provided for in 
the bill made full legal tender, but 
this is not insisted upon with the same 
intensity and earnestness @ is the 
proposition to keep bullion in the 
treasury.

The President First Exercise of 
the Prerogative. 
WASHINGTON, April 26.—The Presi- 

dent vetoed the bill To authorize the 

city of Ogden, Utah, to assume in- 
creased indebtedness. This is Presi- 
dent Harrison’s first veto. | 

In his message the President says: 

The general law fixes the limit of per 
eent. on the last assessment for taxation as 
the limit of indebtedness which municipal 
corporations in the ‘Territories may assume, 

This bill extends the limit as to Ogden to 

8 percent. The purposes are not peculiar 

or exceptional. They relate to schools. 

street improvements, etc., and are common 
to every prosperous town. If the argu- 
ment by which the measure is supported is 
adopted, the conclusion should be to repeal 


or modify the general law, but in my 
opinion the limitation imposed by law is 
wise and wholesome, and should not be 


relaxed. The city now has the power to 
increase its indebtedness to $180,000, which 
would seem enough to make a good begin- 
ning in the construction of sewers, while 
the cost of street improvements is usually 
met by direct assessments, Almost all 
States have limited the power of municipal 
corporations to incur indebtedness, and the 
limit is generally lower than that fixed in 
the Territories. I do not doubt that the 
citizens of Ogden will ultimately realize 
that the creation of a municipal debt of 
over halfa million dollars by a city of 
15,000 population, being about thirty-seven 
dollars per capita, is unwise.

‘The Second-street cut in 
San Francisco, the Mayor says, is a small 
concern compared with the cut it is pro- 
posed to put through First street, which 
would be half as wide, four times as lon 

and much deeper, The effect on a smal 

scale can be seen in this city on Broadway 
at the head ot Franklin street. where the 
whole side of the hill is sliding down 
carrying the houses with it. That travel 
never adapts itself to such a cut, the case of 
the cut at the western extension of Temple 
street is cited, where the poopie to avoid it, 
follow the contour of the hiliteps through 
the fields of adjacent owners. 

Mayor Haz.rd saysthat the hill portion 
of San Francisco has done more to hold 
business in the vicinity of the corner of 
California and Kearney streets than all 
other influences combined, by reason of the 
fact that the cabie system running over the 
hilis has rendered the huls very valuable as 
resideuce property, and precipitates the 
travel at this poiut. Hecloses as follows: 

„A good cable road extending out First 
street from Broadway will do more than all 
the traffic grades to accommodate the peo- 
ple out that way and beuefit business at 
that point. The termination of the Tem- 

le-street cable road is doing more in my 

udgment to hold business at the junction 
of Spring and Main than all other luflu- 
ences. 

There is so much opposition to this grade 
by the owners of property on the hills that 
Lam satisfied if attempts were made to im- 
prove on this grade the litigation that would 
ensue would take years before this work 
would be completed. That has been the 
experience of our city regarding attempts 
to force these expensive improvements in 
opposition to the wishes of those most di- 
rectly interested. I believe the grade of 
one in ten desired by the residents on the 
hills can be gotten through within a reason- 
able time, and would accomplish much 
more good than the one propssed and not 
confiscate the property of any one, owing to 
the time that will be lost in attempting to 
force an obnoxious grade on the prop- 
erty-owners in the bills. 1 — 
believe property-owners in the 
Broadway aud First are acting against 
their own interests by advocating this radi- 
cal grade. A moderate grade, put through 
soon, bringing all the streets that align the 
hills above contributory to it, increasing 
residences on the hills, reassuring them 
that they are safe in the grades thus estab- 
lished, the early completion of a cable, bo- 
ing the continuance of the present admir- 
able system, would give new life anc vital-

JUDGE OHENEY DISCHARGES 
| THE SALVATIONISTS. 


Tho City Ordinance Regulating the 
_Nuisance Decided to Be Uncon- 
stitutional—Text of the Decision 
— Smuggling Cases Before the 
United States Commissioner — 
Divorce Business—New Cases. 


Judge Cheney yesterday decided the 
Salvation Army habeas corpus case, 
_ which has been before him for a few 
days past, by granting the writ and dis- 
charging the prisoners, He gave a 
written opinion in the matter, and re- 
views the ordinance passed by the 
City Council prohibiting the Salvation- 
ists from parading the streets with 
drum and tambourine accompaniment, 
and the loud and unusual noises which 
bas made the “Army” such a nui- 


Sance. 
After quoting the ordinance he pro- 
ceeds as follows: . 


It cannot be denied that the Commo 
n 
Coucil of the city of Los Angeles has the 
power to restrain and regulate the use of 
— power is prop- 
sed and confin 

tonal withis constitu 
etitioners maintain that in this instance 
there has been a delegation of legislative 
power to the Chief of Police by the Council 
of the city. In other words, that whether 
or not parading or 11 upon the pub - 
lic streets of the city of Los Angeles playing 
a drum, gong, tambourine, etc., or using or 
making any loud or unusual demonstration 
_ thereon is a misdemeanor, depends upon the 
exercise of arbitrary discretion upon the 
part of the Chief of Police. Under the pro- 
visions ot this ordinance the doing of those 
acts upon the streets of the city with a 
written permission from the nel of Po- 
lice is uo offense against the majesty of the 
law; but todo those same acts upon the 
public streets without a written permit from 
the same individual or official is a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a fine not to exceed 
three hundred dollars or imprisonment in 
the City Jail not to exceed one hundred 
Gaye, or dy both such fine and imprison-

e refusal made by the Chief of Police 
to grant a permit to the Salvation Army to 

de, under the provisions of the ordi- 
nance under consideration, is strongly in- 
dicative of the fact that refusals may follow 
in other instances. 
answer to this proposition to say that thatis 
not probable, and that the Chief of Police 
would not be liable to prevent persons trom 
parading the streets with drums, banners 
and music aud singing unless they were 
Koing to the extreme lengths to which it is 
claimed the Salvation Army has gone, be- 
cause that would immediately place the 
stamp upon this ordinance cf special legis- 
Jation, directed at a particular class—tbe 
Saivation Arey in particular. 

If the Salvation Army, by their march- 
ings and countermarchings upon the pubtic 
streets, by their singing and their ehouting 
and their tambourine playing, create a pub- 
lic nujsance, there is sufficient law to reach 
them. Laws are already in existence under 
which they can be prosecuted and sup- 
pressed if they violate them. If the peace 
of the citizeus is disturbed by the Salvation 
Army, there are laws under which they can 
be prosecuted. But to assail them indi- 
rectly by an ordinance of this character is 
to assall directly the right of all political, 
social, religious and labor organizations to 

rade the streets of the city, to create 
public sentiment thereby and to arouse in- 

rest in their doings and to give expression 
to their sentiments in a public au 
mapper. 

In Frazee’s case, decided in the Supreme 
Court of Michigan October 28, 1886 (North- 
western Reporter, vol. 30, p. 73), a similar

The ordipance in that instance proviced 
that no person or persons, associations or 
organizations should ride, march, parade or 
drive in and upon or through the public 
Streets of the city of Grand Kapids, with 
rousical instruments, banners, flags, torches, 
tlambeaux and singing or shouting, without 
having first obtained the consent of the 
Mayor or Common Council ot said city. Ino 
that case the ordinance went no farther 
than to require the consent of the Mayor 
or Common Council of the city, the consti- 
tuted legislative body of the same.

THE WAR-HORSE. 


THAL STANFORD SPEECH OF 
JUDGE CARPENTER’S. 


The Beauty of Silence Remarked 
Upon Slightly—Views of Los 
Angeles Republicans—The Party 
Not to Bo Committed in Ad- 
vance--A “Bad Break.” 


The old aphorism that while “speech 
is silver, silence is golden,“ will prob- 
ably have a deeper significance here- 
after in the eyes of Judge R. B. Car- 
penter, the Republican war- horse. 
The matter of his speech at the 
Union League banquet in San Fran- 
cisco was very generally discussed 
among Los Angeles politicians yester- 
day, the sentiment being practically 
unanimous that the Judge’s utter- 
ances were indiscreet, to put it mildly, 
as he was in no sense authorized to speak 
for the party in the southern part of 
the State, or to attempt to commit it 
unqualifiedly to the support of Senator | 
Stanford for another term, and that it 
was presumption on his part to use the 


language that he did. 


Late in the afternoon a party of 
prominent Republicans arrived here 
from San Francisco and San José, in- 
cluding a number who had been in at- 
tendance at the meeting of the Repub- 
lican State Committee, and were at 
the banquet when the speech was de- 
livered. Several of these gentlemen 
were interviewed, and while they did 
not care to be quoted in the matter, all 
agreed that it was a very bad break.“ 
and one that was not justifiable. It 
was stated that the chairman an- 
nounced at the opening of the ban- 
quet that it was merely a political re- 
union, where all could meet; that 
measures and were to be 
discussed, and not men.“ and that 
this was generally so understood. No 
one, however, seemed disposed to give 
anything for T most of them 
appearlug to be ot the opinion that the

was, as no one was bound by it. and it 
had no significance. 

As stated above, but few of those 
talked with cared to say anything, be- 
yond “it was very indisereet,“ or it 
was in bad taste,“ or some similar re- 
mark condemning the speech.

bations of rare wines, he feels as if he 
were inthe midst of another boom, 
and bis extravagantly-generous admir- 
ation of his State, his party and his 
Senator is exaggerated by the potent 
influence of the seductive wines. I fear 
that the ‘Jedge’ was not as discreet as 
the ‘colonels’ were who attended the 
swell dinner. ‘Politicians often prom-

THE SALVATION ISIS. 


The Noisy Nulsance Again Out in 
Full Force.

SILVER, 


We have frequently, of late, com- 
mented on the fact that silver legisla-

WHISPERS FROM THE NORTH. 


Private information received by 

Tue Times from San Francisco last 

evening, regarding recent political

In fact, it is stated upon good authority 

that His Excellency’s principal south- 

ern lieutenant had no knowledge 

of the withdrawal until the matter was 
made public in the newspapers, 
and that he did not hear of it until 

just before returning to San Francisco 
from San José.

At the Grant birthday dinner in 
Pittsburgh yeaterday, Assistant Post- 
master-General Clarkson, in replying 
to the toast, The Republican Press.“ 
made some remarkable statements and 
produced some startling figures.

The capacity of the canal for traffic 
will be limited only by the time re-

TONNAGE TRIBUTARY TO THE CANAL. 

From statistical records it appears 
that the number of ships trading from 
our eastern ports and from Europe to 
the North and South Pacific was, in 
1870, 2647, with an aggregate tonnage 
of 2,671,886 tons. . 

Eight years later, in 1887, statistics 
show the following facts:

Horn. No estimate is made of the 
trade around Cape Good Hope, much 
of which would seek the canal if it 
were open; nor is any estimate made of 
the trade which, rather than break 
bulk for transport by the transconti- 
nental railways, would continue on 
shipboard when the question of the 
long voyage around either cape had 
resolved itself into that of a passage 
through the canal. 

These statistics show that the traffic 


was, in 1879, 2,671,886 tons, and that it 
had increased in 1887 to 4,507,044 tons, 
the percentage of increase being 
nearly 69 per cent. A similar in- 
crease in the next eight years would 
make it, in 1895, 7,616,904 tons. 
And there is no reason why such 
an increase should not be realized; 
in fact every reason exists to expect it; 
the industrial development of our Pa- 
cific States, the settlement of Alaska, 
the growing importance of Chili, and, 
not least of all, the evident disposition 
of the enterprising and wealthy empire 
of Japan to become a dealer in the 
markets of the world, assure it. 

Inu the foregoing estimates no ac- 
count whatever is taken of vast sources 
of traffic such as ores and timber, of 
which practically there is nothing car- 
ried now, but which will furnish an 
enormous tonnage as soon as facilities 
for transportation are provided. 

The natural growth and develop- 
ment of the Pacific States and Territo- 
ries will furnish thousands of tons of 
traffic to the canal for the hundreds 
that exist under present conditions. 
The lumber trade of Oregon and Wasb- 
ington presents the most notable de- 
velopment of any line of commerce that 
can be cited. In 1886 the total ship- 
ment was 6,000,000 cubic feet; in 1887 
it amounted to 48,000,000 feet; the 
amount cut in 1888 is estimated at 
706.985.000 feet and its value at

It 
is estimated that the forests 


of Washington contain not less than 
175,000,000,000 feet of uncut yellow and 
red fir, and the timber field of Oregon 
is 25,000 square miles, a quarter of the 
superficial area of the State.

Oregon, Washington Territory, British 
Columbia and Alaska seems destined 
to become a shipyard for the — of 
all nations.

FEMALE CRANKS. 

The Capitol building is the resort of 
all the female cranks of the coun- 
try, and you may find one or more here 
any day, of all classes, from Charlotte 
Smith, who represents the Working 
Women’s League, down to the old 
crazy woman, who is known as the 
Witch of Endor. Charlotte Smith is 
a specialist rather than a crank. She 
ranks in the same class with Susan B. 
Anthony. and is doing what she can to 
benetit women. She wants the wages 
of the women of the various depart- 
ments raised, and she pushes all bills 
in favor of women’s work. The Witch 
of Endor is a crazy woman, six feet 
tall and about eighteeu inches across 
the shoulders. She makes me think of 
the Woman in White of Wilkie Col- 
lins, and,she ig frightfully ugly. She 
wears a. huge poke bonnet covered 
with ribbons, the colors of which swear 
at each other, and her long drawn-qut 
figure is half concealed by a long gray 
dress, which falls straight from the 
shoulders to her feet like a mother 
hubbard, without its fullness.

THE GALLERY GIRLS. 
The galleries of the Senate will hold 
over a thousand spectators aud you can 
seat 2500 in those of the House. About 
balf the habitues of these galleries are 
women, and they form the chief in- 
spiration for our statesmen during a 
big speech. The Senators and mem- 
bers address the Vice-President and 
the Speaker, but they look at the gal- 
leries, and the fuller the latter are 
the louder they talk and the 
more violently they gesture. Nota 
few of the members pose for the gal- 
leries, and Senator Matt Ransom of 
North Carolina lives in fear that some 
woman above him may not see that he 
wears white-linen cuffs, and he is for- 
ever pulling them down out of his 
sleeves. Senator Jones of Florida was 
made crazy by these gallery girls, and 
he posed, and thought, and thought, 
and posed for them, until the ma- 
chinery of his brain got eut of order, 
and it required only the concentrated 
beauty ot a Detroit girl to drive him 
entirely crazy. Ben Lefevre of 
Ohio was always posing for the gal- 
leries of the House. He weighed 250 
pounds, and he thought that every 
pound of it was beautiful. It is the 
same with other members of the House 
today, and [ venture that many of our 
statesmen brush their clothes and tie 
their neckties with an eye to the im- 
pression that they may create in the 
chamber. It may be that Springer 
wears his buttonhole bouquet for this 
purpose. Tbere is no doubt but that 
these ladies of the upper circle have a 
decided influence upon legislation. It 
is no wonder it should be so, for some 
of the prettiest women of the 
land daily sits in these places.

Love matches 
are frequently made in the Capitol, 
and Henry A. Wise’s noted fatb- 
er proposed to his second wife 
on the Capitol dome. Every Congress 
one or more members is married, and 
not infrequently the introduction or 
some phases of the courtship occur 
here. A statesman is never so happy 
or so great as when escorting a lady 
visitor through these Capitol corridors, 
and 1 note that the escort of a constit- 
uent generally depends upon the

THY FLORIDA SCALE, 


Proof That It Lives and Thrives in 
| This Section. 

That the Florida scale is in this sec- 

tion, and is daily gaining ground, is 

becoming more ‘apparent day by day. 


Dr. J. H. Dunn of Pomo 4 
having sprayed trees th ad been 


planted for a year, for Florida scale, 
with Prof. Coquillett’s recipe for mak- 
ing the resin wash. Dr. Dunn is of 
the opinion that the purple scale will 
attack the native trees quite as readily 
as the Florida grown trees. This dis- 
covery on trees planted a year is caus- 
ing no little anxiety among the fruit- 
growers wherever the imported trees 
have been planted, and it seems to be 
the general opinion among those who 
are familiar with insect pests that if 
the scale will live for a year and over, 
there is no reason why it should not 
thrive here 3 Parties in- 
terested in the importation of Florida 
trees now claim that it will not live in 
this dry climate. To this the fruit- 
grower naturally asks, how long will it 
live here? If it will live one year, why 
should it not live two or three, or for 
an indefinite period? 

M. Baldridge of Covina writes as 
follows touching the purple scale: It 
would be interesting to know that if 
they have lived and are breeding after 
being planted for a year, how much 
longer it will take in a dry climate to 
eradicate them? 
The importers say that they do not 
injure the trees in Florida. Now that 
proposition is simply an absurdity. 
Common-sense will at once suggest 
that any insect pest that derives its 
living from the tree must injure it. 
‘That the importers are becoming 
desperate is evidenced by the fact that 
one firm offered to bet $500 te $100 that 

could not find a live purple scale on 
a tree which had been in an orchard 
two years. I am not a betting man 
aud do not like to be: bul d in this 
manner. I have talked ‘with a great 
many growers about this matter, in- 
cluding Dr. Dunn, whose statement I 
believe correct touching the existence 
of the Florida scales in many of our 
orchards. It is further asserted by 
the importers that only our home 
nurserymen are fighting the Florida 
stock, but, of course, this is nothing but 
the question, as 
the orchardists have more at stake 
than the nurserymen. It, 
the importers that tt, pest will not 
livein this climate, and will not injure 
trees, and aiter four or five years find 
that such is not the case (that the 
pests live and are injurious both to 
trees and fruit), the importer would 
have made his profit on the sale of his 
trees while the deluded orchardist 
looses all and has no recourse against 
non-resident tree-peddlers. In many 
instances large tracts have been planted 
involving an immense outlay of money, 
which will be a total loss in the event 
that the scale should live and thrive. 
Now it is a fact that all scales imported 
on nursery stock into this country have 
not only lived but luxuriated to a re- 
markable extent in this climate. In 
view of this fact the fruit growers owe 
itto themselves not even to tolerate 
the possibility of introducing any 
scales intothis country.

The Beautiful Cahuenga | 

STATION R., Los ANGBLES; April 
25.—[To the Editor of THe Trmes.| 
All you state in your able editorial 
about this beautiful part of the county 
is quite true, and many old residents 
inand around Los Angeles city are 
fully aware of it, and they ‘would be 
only too glad to take up little patches 
for farms if there were quick and cheap 
means of access to it. I have frequently 
been out there to look over the lands, 
and the more I see ot them the more I 
like them. Its only drawback is the 
terrible roads to and from the 
city—such roads as would disgrace a 
backwoods settlement in Canada. 
Why cannot the supervisors expend a 
little money on these roads and make 
them passable for farm vehicles? Our 
taxes are heavy euough and there 
is precious little to show for them in 
this direction. Hundreds of dollars 
are spent in other parts of the county, 
and the most valuable and fertile part 
of the county is left neglected. Look 
at the new map of the western addi- 
tion, a notice of which appears in to- 
day’s TIMES, and you will see Ver- 
mont avenue marked out straight from 
the Cahuenga to the ~university. 
Last week I took another journey to 
the Cahuenga Pass on horseback by 
way of this avenue, to see how..the 
roud was, and found it quite useless 
for a wheeled vehicle. The gulleys 
and deep holes made the road danger- 
ous atall times, They need only bridg- 
ing over to make the road passable to 
Sixth street, and then a loug detour is 
necessary to find the remainder of 
Vermont avenue, which is found at 
Fourth street, where a better road is 
traveled for a mile or so, and then it 


is bad enough for all conscience. 
Perhaps our supervisors have 
yet to learn of the value of 
good roads in this country. 


If they would drive over those so-called 
roads and see for themselves, they 
would experience a lively sensation of 
the necessity of improvement, All 
along the Cahuenga foothills for miles 
are built nice cottages and a good 
many excellent residences, showing 
that the people are makiug an attempt 
to occupy these rich and fertile lands, 
but many of them are tenantless, on 
account of the want of good roads and 
easy and rapid transit to the metrop- 
olis, within sight but so far away. 
Until we have good and safe roads to 
and from the city our suburbs will 
make slow progress. This is patent to 
all who have a grain of sense, and you 
will be doing the public a lasting ser- 
vice by persistent advocacy of good 
means of access to our rich and at- 
tractive foothill lands.

| POOR PEDRO. | 


‘THE FATE OF THE INDIAN 
WHO WAS EDUCATED, 


And the Solemn Warning It Con- 


Not to Be Too Wise, 


PuEBLO OF IsLETA (N. M.), April 21. 
—(Staff Correspondence of THE TIMES. | 
The question of Indian education is 
a rather complicated one, and has two 
very antipodal sides. It is a question 
which [ have never seen treated with 
thorough fairness aud knowledge of 
both sides; and some day, when I have 
time and brains to do justice to 80 
difficult a subject‘ as this really is, you 
may hear from me about it. Just now 
Iam only going to relate an anecdote 
which is firmly believed by my dusky 
townsmen here, and is a good illustra- 
tion of the underlying creed which 
makes the Indian dislike to send his 
children away to school, Of course the 
fundamental objection is the very 
same one that we or any 
other decent people would have 
if a superior (self-asserted) race 
were to come from Mars, overrun 
the land and force us to send our chil- 
dren away from home to be rid of our 
silly superstitions, religion and cus- 
toms, and instructed in the better ways 
of the people of Mars. 

Once upon a time, very long ago, 
there was a young man ot Isleta who 
was taken from home by a superior 
race. Who these people were, wWe 
don’t know—the story is a trifle ob- 
scure on this point; but anyhow, 80 
my informant tells me, it is strictly 
true. This young Isleteo—whom we 
will call Pedro for convenience—bad 
been dedicated by his parents to one 
of the branches of the medicinemen 
while he was yet an infant; and in 
poyhood and early youth had fully 
mastered all the mysteries of his dif- 
ficult calling. But then he was taken 
from home and put in a far-distant 
school where he remained for many 
yeais. The beliefs and traditions and 
customs of his immemorial forefathers 
were carefully taugut out of bim, and 
in their place he was imbued witb the 
beliefs and customs of the superior 
race.“ So it came about that when he 
returned at last to his native village a 
grown man, the old things were with 
him no longer acreed, but only a vague 
He was a stranger and an 
alien among his own. ‘The priest em- 
ployed him as an altar-boy (sac-ris-tan- 
id-deh); and while thus engaged he fell 
in love with a pretty P’ee-pai-deh (Mex- 
ican woman. The Indian name means 
**Wet-head,” referring, of course, to 
the Mexican custom of baptism). The 
girl reciprocated his affection, aud they 
soon became intimate. 

Pedro had a younger brother, Juan, 
who was a kum-pah-whit-lah-wid-deh 
—one of the guards of the medicine- 
lodges. He had never been ed- 
ducated into infidelity to the faith 
of his fathers, and was still a true be- 
liever in the old things. He became 
anxious about his brother, and began 
to fear that the Wet-Head girl was in- 
flaencing him unduly. So one day 
when Pedro returned from his court- 
ing, Juan said respectfully—for with 
this well-bred people one may never be 
impertinent to an elder — “Brother, 
where do you pass so much of your 
time?“ And Pedro confessed that it 
was with his Mexican guerida. Juan 
said no more, but he was very sorrow- 


ful. 
That afternoon Pedro took 
his fetiches and charms and 


all his medicineman parapher- 
nalia, and wra them 
in a bundle. Going to the ‘bluff that 
overbangs the Rio Grande, he made a 
great prayer to the Sun-Father and 
the Moon-Mother and the other chief 
gods, thanking them and praying 
their forgiveness for what he was 
about to do. Then he threw bis 
precious bundle into the swift current 
to be borne away—in token that he 
renounced the last vestige of his In- 
dian beliefs. Returning to the village, 
he said to his brother: 

„Brother, I have done it. I could 
not help it, nor can I hold it back. I 
have thrown away my beliefs, and have 
sacrificed all for that P’eepaideh. And 
now I know not what shal! befall me; 
but if possible, you must save me. Be 
ready tomorrow morning just as the 
sun is rising to go with me to the 
woods above [just north of where the 
Atlantic and Pacific bridge now crosses 
the Rio Grande, two miles from town] 
and cut some willows.”’ 

Next morning the blue dawn found 
the brothers pearing the long thicket 
of willows. Now,“ said Pedro “I 
will point out to you three sticks, and 

ou must cut them. And of the three 
will point out one which you must 
carry. 

So he pointed out three long, straight 
switches, which Juan cut. “Bring 
this one,“ said Pedro, pointing to the 
third stick, which was the longest and 
straightest of them all, and Juan took 
it, and together they returned to the 
. “Now,” said Pedro, follow me, for 
we will go forth that I may receive 
my punishment.“ 

They took the road to the west, by 
which the Isletefios still cross the long 
ridge to the Rio Puerco to get wood. 
In traveling on the A. and P. railroad 
you may have noticed the volcanic 
cones on the top of that ridge, north of 
the railroad. Between two of these ex- 
tinc§ craters, and amid the frozen 
— that they belched unnum- 
bertzd centuries ago, is a little bill of 
white sand. Here Pedro seated him- 
self and made two sacred cigarettes, 
one of which he gave to Juan. 

Seat thee, brother,“ he said, and 
smoke the smoke-praver. And when 
we are done, you must not pity me 
but whip me with the willow until! 
there is none left to whip with. Per- 
haps with that penance I may be saved. 
When we rise I shall be a horse, and 
you must mount me. Do you see yon- 
der herd of antelope? We must chase 
them; and perhaps so I may gain my 
freedom.“ 

When they were done with smoking, 
Pedro rose, and lo! he was a beautiful 
horse that stood waiting to be mounted. 
Juan trembled and dared not mount at 
first; but fearful to disobey his brother 
he climed up. „But how can I strike 
my brother, he thought, even when 
he is as a horse? At last he plucked 
up courage and struck; but the horse 
did not move. Juan hesitated long 
about striking again, but the horse 

said: 

‘*Brother, do not pity me, for this is 
my only chance to be saved. Whip me 
until the willow is used up.“ 

So Juan began to ply his switch, and 
the horse started on a run toward the 
antelope, which were to the west. The 
autelope did not notice them until 
they were very near, and then started 
off like the wind. Juan pursued them 
as far north as the lava hills (called 
Pahp-t’hoo-ai) just west of Aibuquer- 
que; aud then followed them back 
south. Far down the rolling Mano, 
across the river, around the small 
crater which rises from the middle of 
the brown plain below ‘Tomé, and then 
back again, he kept whipping in hot

beds on this westward ridge, just 
where the railroad now touches them, 
the pursuers were within a few feet of 
the pursued, and Juan was plying his 
whip with might and main, while the 
horse strained every nerve. When 
they came to the little hill where they 
had smoked, the horse’s head was right 
over the flank of the last antelope; but 
strain as he would, he could not touch 
it with bis hoofs. The race was run, 
and the vanquished horse stopped. 
With tears rolling down his cheeks, 
Juan diSfffeunted sadly. | 

Alas!“ said Pedro, we have failed! 
I cannot go with you—you must leave 
me here. But whenever you or any of 
the people pass this way, going to 
trade with the Navajos, or to hunt, or 
for wood, you must stop and tell me 
what you wish, and feed me with face- 
paint and beads.” 

Even as he spoke, his legs were turn- 
ing into stone; and while Juan sat 
and watched and wept, he saw Pedro 
become only a great stone statue, just 
like the living Pedro, but of cold rock.. 
And Juan went home and told the 
people. 

For long generations there stood the 
stone form of Pedro on the ridge over- 
looking the two valleys; and whenever 
the Indians passed that way they 
stopped to pray tohim and give him 
gifts. At last the wonderful image 
was stolen—by the Mexicans, the 
Isletefios say. 
up there, traces of excavation 
where the Indians dug in the 
sand or overturned huge sandstunes 
in search for the lost Pedro; but they 
never found him. At last, many 
years ago. Otero Apodaca—an Indian 
who is still living here, at agreat age— 
found acurious stone while he was 
shecpherding near Laguna. Being 
convinced that the stone bud sacred 
roperties, he brought it with great 
abor, and set it up where the stone 
Pedro had been, and there it stands 
today. Itis a peculiar rock about two 
feet high and seven or eight inches in 
diameter; its head“ stained a dull 
red, which has run down over the 
„body“ in streaky rivulets. To this 
day, whenever an Indian of this 
town passes over that ridge he 
goes to the’ sacred stone and paints 
its face“ with the pah-ree, or puts a 
string of beads around its indetermi- 
nate neck, and tells it his errand to 
the West, and bespeaks its intercession 
that hé may have good luck. 
all that is left of Pedro, the Indian 
who was educated; but it is enough to 
point the aboriginal moral—as stated 
by the dusky friend who told me, 
“This teaches us not to go away from 
the beliefs of our .

WATERMAN'S WITHDRAWAL. 


He Had a Good Chance to Make a 
Record as Governor. 
{San Francisco Bulletin. j 
The private secretary of the Gov- 
ernor announces that the latter has re- 
tired trom the canvass to be his own 
successor. This declaration must be 
regarded in the light of a formality. 
The Governor was retired long ago by 
the popular voice. There was no 
chance whatever of his election if he 
had been nominated by the Republi- 
cans. No man who had sanctioned 
the »anormous burdens piled up by the 
last Buckley Legislature could hope to 
continue iu public life. There never 
was a Governor who had a better 
chance to make a great name for bhim- 


self than Gov. Waterman. He 
had the power to stand be- 
tween the people and the legis- 


lative banditti which was bent on de- 
spoilmg them. Gov. Hill of New 
ork, placed in exactly the same posi- 
tion, and exercising almost identical 
powers, slashed out two millions of ex- 
cessive appropriations of the last 
Legislature of his State. The financial 
epoch with which Gov. Waterman is 
linked for all time is that id | 
twice as much money was levied for 
one year as the Controller estimated 
would suffice for two, and in which, in 
one year, our people, perhaps a million 
and a quarter in number, were taxed 
as heavily as the six millions of New 
York. The Governor appears to have 
been wholly unfitted for the place to 
which he had by accident been ele- 
vated. He has gained a notoriety at 
home and abroad that is by no means 
calculated to put the State on good 
terms with itself. 

Whether the announcement now 
made is final no one, however, can tell. 
Tue Governor exhibits frequently a 
fitful mood. On the adjournment of the 
last Legislature he gave out that he 
would not be a candidate to succeed 
himself. But in a few weeks after he 
changed his mind. Itis intimated 
that to engage in banking in thiscity 
is now the purpose of His Excellency. 
The idea is thrown out that he is 
looking for a location with that end in 
view. It may be that it is in the field 
of. individual finance that the fame 
denied the Governor may yet be 
achieved. But, — enough, in his 
new vocation the advice of his guide, 
philosopher and friend will be more 
indispensable than ever.

Obedient, or disobedi- 
ent, man was to be held in Eden. You 
know nothing of that plan, save%s 
given in the word of God.

“God was bound to succeed’? you cry, 
**by all the ineffable glories of heaven, and 
all the hopeless ayonies, the deep despair of 
hell—morally bound to succeed.”’ 

Of course the fuct that you reject 
heaven and bell as revealed in the 
Bible, and even set aside Eden alto- 
gether, does not hinder you from being 
a Christian! To suppose so is the es- 
sence of narrowness, though Paul 
said: The first man, Adam, was u 
living soul; the last Adam a life-giving

ing deceived, was in the 
transgression. Certainly you have 


the right to hold that these myths con- 
stituted the ground work ot the stu- 
pendous fabric which Paul reared— 
the Christianity that conquered its 
Way over opposing idolatry and swept 
before its onward march every preoc- 
cupying foe. You can maintain the 
integrity of your moral and intellect- 
ual nature and confront Paul with 
Savage’s supposed resurrection hugged 
to your heart as the hope of earth and 
joy of heaven. Certainly you can 
thus act and not be making Paul a 
false witness. You put the fifteenth 
chapter of First Coriuthians, the ref- 
uge of all bereaved souls, into the com- 
mon grave with all that God has writ- 
ten and said through apostles and 
rophets. A giant like this can lift

verse the currents of history. Ves. 
without a dead break in the contin-

“Therefore, according to this doctrine,

But if the argument 
that the gospel is a failure because 
after 1800 years it has not compassed 
the globe und brought the race, willing 
or unwilling, into subjection to the 
will of God, what will you do with 
vaccination, now known to the world 
since 1789? Is Jenner a failure be- 
cause, in spite. of laws, State and mu- 
nicipal, swallpox hospitals still exist 
and people die from this disease? Sup- 
pose you gather up your Gen. Bazaine 
bouquet and put it in the smailpox 
— and let its sweetness there ex- 

ale. 

MAN MORE THAN STAR DUST. 

On page 11 of your sermon this oc- 
curs: 

And yet He who created all, ana with 
such ease, wisdom and nicety governs all 
that years it: advance an astronomer can 
calculate an eclipse to a quarter of a min- 
ute; He who with absolute serenity, with 
imperturbable self-consciousness meted out 
the heavens asa span and moasured the 
waters of the deep in the hollow of His 
haud; who in all the provinces of His em- 
pire, and all the mauifoldness of His opera- 
tions through all past eternities had in His 
own great way gone straight on about six 
thousand years ago on this molecule of 
earth, was completely out-generaled and in 
confusion hurled from his own chosen 
ground by a fallen angel whom He created, 
aud who, in the form of a serpent, ap- 
peared in Eden! Has it even the sembiance 
15 probability? Do you believe a word of 


Here you show your great fault as a 
writer aud theosophist. Borne on the 
tide of your own words, you are swept 
from your logical base, and do not see 
that you are buried in the misty deep. 

If this paragraph is worth anything, 
it is because, as God governs the stars, 
go you assume that he directs moral 
forces. It is not a question of omnip- 
otence we are discussing, but a ques- 
tion involving man as moral agent. It 
is the never-failing vice of your school 
to pass from facts of matter to facts 
of mind, and assume that what is true 
of one class is true of the other. Man 
is not run as stars are, by centripetal 
and centrifugal forces. He is more 
than,star dust. When you show that 
stars have brains and wills, then you 
can come in from your aerial flight 
and talk about a ‘“‘semblance of proba- 
bility.“ 

TO CREATE OR NOT CREATE MAN? 

Consider the fact that there was a time 
when man was not, nor was there the slight- 
est necessity for creating him through all 
the ceaseless ages. If not a human being had 
appeared on the earth there could have 
been no complaint; no injustice would have 
been done. ° 

How do you piove that there was no 
necessity for creating man? There is 
no proof of the tact unless you have 
been up in heaven with the angels. If 
— had, then your report would be 

ike Savage’s heaven—a supposition. 
It is self-evident that man, uncreated, 
could not complain. But when were 
you caught up to heaven, that you can 
thus so emphatically decide that no 
complaint would have been made? 
Have you been stoned, like Paul at 
Lystra? Does your gospel with no in- 
caranation as lungs, no resurrection 
as heart, and no coronation as bones 
ever expose any one to persecution? 
Either from the word of God or from 
your unwasting rhetorical deep give us 
firm proof that God was under no 
necessity to create man. You can not 
doit. The fact that man exists is 
— that there was a necessity for 

is existence, or God had no purpose 
and works without reason. 

But, if a.singlesoul slips through the 
purpose of God to save all, you pro- 
nouuce creation a failure. 
souls slipthrough God’s supposed pur- 
pose? They go by their choice of dark- 


urpose to condemn any except those 
who will not be saved-when salvation 
is at their doors, knocking for admis- 
sion. A possible heaven implies a 
ssible hell, as good implies evil, 
lessing implies punishment. You 
should pronounce civil government a 
failure because the criminals are pun- 
ished and law must have penalties. 
You know that character is worth 
more than worlds, yet you are blaming 
the Almighty for not putting man 
where he could get character without 
exposure to ruin. Discard your idea 
of omnipotence and material force and 
get down to the bed-rock of human 
choice and character, and your stellar 
rhetoric will not throw so much dust 
in your eyes. A man associated with 
such men as Webster and able to 
reconcilehistory witha great pamphlet 
that noordinary hands should touch, 
should be able to distinguish between 
material and spiritual forces and draw 
the line between spheres separate aud 
distinct; but we are told that 
‘ WEBSTER WAS A UNITARIAN? 

With Paley he held that “a single 
word of the New Testament. shuts the 
mouth of all questioniug.“ On good 
authority it may be published that you 
discourage the circulation of the New 
Testament. You. deny the divine 
authority of the Bible. Webster in- 
dorses Robert Hall’s utterance: ‘*The 
only conservatiye principle must be, 
and is, religion; the authority of God, 
His revealed will, and the influence 
and teaching of the ministers of Chris- 
tianity.“ This is the Christianity that 
you affirm makes the creation of man 
a failure. It does not matter what 
wooden pew be filled in Boston or eise- 
where, here is the niche he filled in 
one of the great speeches of his life, 
and if this position made Webstera 
Unitarian, you can prove that black is 
white. 

Webster maintains that in any in- 
stitution of instruction for the youth 
where the authority of God is dis- 
owned, and the duties of Christianity 
disowned and despised there 
true charity can no more be found to 
exist than evil can spring out of the 
Bible, error out of truth, or hatred or 
animosity out of the bosom of perfect 
love.“ You must unmake this history 
recorded in volume vi, Webster’s 
works, or renounce your claim upon 
this man.

IN RE BUGS. 


A Furious Ruction Over Spraying 
vs. Parasites. 

Los ANGELES, April 24.—[To the 
Editor of THe Times.) The subject 
of insect pests and parasites therefore 
having been thrust so prominently be- 
fore the public, and I having again 
been placed on the defensive by the 
article published in THe Tues of the 
23d, I feel it my duty to explain. 

On Monday. last I gave our County 
Board of Supervisors an invitation to 
visit my place, in company with Prof. 
Coquillett, expecting them to report, 
for the benefit of the public, its condi- 
tion as compared with what it had 
been a few short months ago, and ex- 
plain the cause of the disappearance of 
so large a per cent. of the scale. 

Now let us see how these good in- 
tentions on my part were treated. 
Word seems to have been immediately 
sent to members of the County Horti- 
cultural Commission, to spray men, and 
all their sympathizers who could be 
reached—the very men of all others 
who would be interested in an adverse 
decision on all points of this contro- 
versy, in which orange-growers are so 
deeply concerned; virtually the same 
crowd I have bad to deal with 
once or twice before, headed by C. M. 
Heintz, their self-constituted mouth- 
piece, and who is the author of the ar- 
ticle referred to and has attempted to 
express the views of our honorable 
Board of Supervisors. I say attempted, 
because I believe he has done them, as 
Well as myself, gross injustice, and in 
today’s Timzs be claims a few errors 
have entered into this report; in other 
words, these statements were too rank 
to suit our honorable board. 

I met this gentleman (?) a few weeks 
ago, in his office, for the first time. 
He was overjoyed.to see me, shook my 
handin the warmest, most effusive 
manner possible; in fact, bubbled over 
with pleasure, apparently. As he 
continued in this strain for some 
time, the thought occurred to me, 
what a racket a few loose shot make 
in an old dry bladder? 
view he flattered, cajoled, and finally 
raved like amaniac because he could 
not make me indorse certain washes 
in which he seemed to be very much 
interested. If I would do this, I was 
offered his friendship, and if I dared 
oppose him he would make it hot“

A short 
time after, Mr. Kercheval. made the 
same. admissions to me in regard to 
the disappearance of the red scale; 
but, although he found the twice- 
stabbed lady-bug and its larve in large 
numbers, he could not believe this to 
be alone the cause, but thought, as do 
I also,.that, in all probability, our se- 
vere rains had somethiug to do 
with it. 

Now let me say, for the encourage- 
ment of our fruit-growers, that there 
are San José scale parasites on my 
place, which have done excellent work, 
in fact, have saved my pear  orehard. 
In the last annual repost of our State 
Board of Horticulture (with which I 
am in unison) appears 4 cut of this 
parasite on page 282, and it is men- 
tioned againin one or two places in 
this same work. It was found on my 
place about two vears ago, and when 
the State board was here I was as- 
sured that they had succeeded in estab- 
lishing two good colonies of them up 
north, 

There is also a black scale parasite 
at work all through this section, and I 
believe in a year or two will rid our 
orchards of this Hany one will 
tuke the trouble to Kamine the black 
scale, I think he will ud that a large 
te ea of them are punctured. 

ully nine-tenths of them on my place 
are so punctured, and we need have no 
further anxiety about this scale, as we 
shall soon have as clean fruit as can be 
raised in the foothills. This parasite 
is mentioned and a cut of it given in 
the same work, on page 281. 

The lace-winged fly described on 
page 278 of the same work, as being 
the most beneficial of insects, destroy- 
ing large quantities of scale, bas been 
found on my place by a gentleman

And now a few words about this 
much-abused but, next to the vedolia, 
best of all our little friends, the twice- 
stabbed lady-bug. It can now be 
found with its larve iu nearly all ot

Migratory Bee-keeping. 

A correspondent. of the Rural Press 
writes: 

1 think that in the near future mi- 
gratory bee-keeping will be practiced 
considerably, especially in California. 

From what experience I have had I 
think it will pay. 

By starting at an elevation of about 
one thousand feet, where the alfileria, 
monzanita, wild clover, chaparral, 
etc., are in bloom, and when that 
bloom is about ended, move them to 
an elevation of abvut four thousand 
feet, where the holly, pennyroyal, 
the different species of sages, tolovio 
and other plants of the immediate 
region are in bloom; when that bloom 
is finished move them to the alpine 
pastures, where the yellow sage, shin- 
gle brush, golden rod, incense cedars 
and several varieties of wiid flowers 
are in bloom. 

Bee trees have been cut here at the 
base of the summit containing upward 
of two hundred pounds of honey. I 
think 2000 colonies can be kept on the 
range I speak about without overstock- 
ing, taking it season fer season. 

From now on I intend to follow this 
system of migratory bee-keeping. 1 
havea location where I can accom- 
plish it, and not move the bees over 
twelve miles. |
